Partsof ourCommunity 


The METCO Program, formed 
over 30 years ago, has helped bring 
inner-city students to suburban schools 
. For over 20 years, students living 
in Boston and Springfield have been 
attending Wellesley Public Schools. 
The METCO Program helps form ties 
between students and parents of dif¬ 
ferent districts and to eliminate racial 
isolation. 

Every morning, Boston busing 
companies pick up students in the area 
and bring them about a 45 minute ride 
to Wellesley. Although waking up so 
early is a difficult part of the process, 
"Metco is something we're really for¬ 
tunate for," says A. Smalls (’08). The 
WHS METCO director is Ms. Debo¬ 
rah Ward. Being a part of MECTCO 
requires academic responsibility. "We 
have to take advantage of being part of 
these higher educational schools. You 
can lose this privilege by getting into 
trouble or grades that do not meet the 
standards," explains S. White (’08). 

Stretching from Kindergarten, 
to 12th grade, the METCO program 
provides the opportunity of an equal 
education and social experience, de¬ 
spite race. 


With a similar mission as the 
METCO Program, the ABC program 
has connected inner-city students with 
our community. "A Better Chance" is 
a national organization, running for 
35 years, offering a higher education 
to academically talented students who 
live in an under served place. The ABC 
organization was brought to Wellesley 
in 1972, and continues to gain support 
of Wellesley residents. 

This program gives deserving 
scholars a better chance at earning a 
better level of education, an opportunity 
they do not have in their communi¬ 
ties. Year after year, students living 
in Wellesley generously volunteer to 
offer a place for inner-city students to 
stay. M. Garpestad (’08) "really enjoyed 
hosting my ABC student. Not only was 
she a great person to live with, but it 
showed me how lucky we are to be able 
to attend such a good school." 

These programs are a strong part 
of the Wellesley High School because 
they encourage diversity, and provide 
great opportunities. "The high school 
would not be the same without the 
METCO and ABC programs," says K.

ith a coffee in their 
hands and sleep heavy 
on their minds, students tiredly 
drag themselves into school 
for a 7:30 am double block of 
science. Although exhausted, 
labs and other hands on activities 
quickly engage students in 
several aspects.

Every year the science 
department continues to find 
new ways for students to 
apply their knowledge. 
Members of the Science 
and Technology 

Department have been 
experimenting with 
the current cuiriculum 
to better fit the students’ 
needs, and requirements 
for succeeding in college. 
For example, in Ms. Boehm's 
honors Biology class, students

Math is one of the most dy¬ 
namic courses one can take at the 
Wellesley High School. “The depart¬ 
ment is filled of 15 dedicated people 
who work so hard to make sure kids 
are getting a fabulous math education 
to apply after school,” says Ms. Mor¬ 
ris, the Math Department Head. There 
are two course paths available to stu¬ 
dents, Interactive Math Program (IMP) 
and the traditional style of teaching. 
Both teach the students the same skills, 
however, IMP classes rarely have the 
teacher at the front lecturing to their 
students. In any math class, students 
need to be actively involved in order 
to make the most out of their ex¬ 
perience. Asking and answer¬ 
ing questions constantly is 
one way to ensure a positive 
math class. The goal of the 
math department is to mo¬

The Fitness and Health depart¬ 
ment plays a surprisingly large role in 
Wellesley High School’s community. 
From sports education to sunrise yoga, 
students can choose a variety of classes 
to take depending on their individual 
interests. Ms. Duval, who has been a 
teacher at Wellesley High School for 
over six years, teaches several classes, 
her favorite being Power-Up Power- 
Down. In this class, students learn how 
to defend themselves and then later ap¬ 
ply their skills and knowledge on a spe¬ 
cial seminar day where they fight male 
model muggers. According to Ms. Du¬ 
val, both boys and girls in the class “ex¬ 
perience a sense of increased confidence 
and heightened safety awareness.” In 
addition, Ms. Molonea has taught at the 
High School for over thirteen years and 
instructs several courses, her favorites 
being Adventure 1,11, and 111. “They are 
traditional courses that allow students 
to challenge themselves in a variety of 
ways,” said Ms. Molonea. The High 
School also requires that freshmen take 
an Intro to Fitness class where students 
learn how to and become certified to use 
the Fitness Center equipment. In addi¬ 
tion, all sophomores take a class titled 
Health Issues where they learn about 
issues such as STDs, birth control, and 


alcohol and drug abuse. In addition to 
those two courses, all Wellesley High 
School students take three other courses 
of their choice. Thanks to the wide vari¬ 
ety of courses offered at Wellesley High 
School, every student can take classes 
that interest them. The size of Wellesley 
High School’s population, however, has 
grown from about 800 students in the 
year 2000, to just over 1200 students in 
the year 2006.

C ooking, Child Lab and Business, 
Keyboarding and Yearbook class 
all provide skills used in the real world. 
Ms. Gorman teaches two classes that 
provide students with the instruction 
on how to cook food either from 
other cultures or food in their daily 
lives. Food Cultures and Societies, 
originally called International Foods, 
incorporates food as well as cultural 
education of where the food is from. 
Joy of Cooking focuses on breakfast, 
lunch and dinner foods. Both of the 
classes emphasize the importance 
of nutrition and healthy recipes. 
Across the parking lot is the Child 
Lab class, where you are able to take 
a break from your daily schedule of 
academics and play as well as teach 
preschool children. Ms. Doiron's 
favorite aspect of the program is, 
\ "watching high school students 
X learn from the pre-schoolers 
and the pre-schoolers learn 
from the high school 
students." Originally 
Child Lab began as a 
class of ten kids, which 
met twice a week in Ms. 
Lord's room for two hours. 
It then became a four-day 
community program for three 
hours a day and eventually became 
a full day program because of heavy 
student enrollment. 

Another class. Business, gives 


students the experience of running a 
corporation and developing individual 
projects. The students are given the 
opportunity to choose a product and 
then market it. "The goal of the class 
is to sell $1,000 worth of the product, 
but the main goals of the business class 
are to have a lot of fun, run a business, 
develop and sell a product, explore 
future opportunities and interact with 
the student body," says Mr. Hatch, a 
Business teacher. Switching gears, to 
keyboarding class, Ms. Lord teaches 
students to type by the touch method. 
This increases their typing skills with 
speed and accuracy. Another class. 
Yearbook, wasn't even around when 
the teacher, Mrs. Vina entered the 
high school and brought her passion 
for Photoshop with her and starting 
in 1999, she co-taught Yearbook with 
Ms. Lord. The yearbook was much 
smaller than today's and was printed 
in black and white. Now, Yearbook 
has caught up with the times and is 
done entirely on the computer and is 
in full color. The yearbook over the 
last four years has been nominated 
for best book twice and has had four 
nominations for various spreads in the 
whole country. Yearbook and the rest 
of the Family and Consumer Science 
classes all incorporate aspects of 
daily life into class, from playing with 
toddlers to selling a product, the real 
world comes to life in these classes.
